Twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New 
Hampshire  are  caused  from  Carelessly  burning  debris 
— brush,  paper,  leaves,  grass,  etc.  Most  of  them  are 
started  without  the  required  permit  from  the  local 
forest  fire  warden.  The  cost,  annually,  of  extinguishing 
these  fires  runs  into  large  sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay 
the  cost  of  putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators 
may  be  subject  to  court  prosecution  with  fines  running 
as  high  as  ($200)  two  hundred  dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  elim- 
inate burning  at  home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has 
been  set  up  for  your  personal  convenience.  It  provides 
a  suitable  place  for  the  disposal  of  dangerous  inflam- 
mable waste  material  and  other  useless  items  which 
accumulate  around  the  home  and  local  stores;  brush, 
etc.,  cut  on  your  property.  Eliminate  the  hazard  of 
burning,  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you,  personally 
and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises : 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  war- 
den —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 
Don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before 
leaving  it.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 


The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  con- 
ducted by  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health,  Bureau 
Public  Health  Nursing,  for  the  town  of  Runiney  dur- 
ing 1958. 

There  were  no  clinics  held  in  the  town  of  Rumney 
in  1958,  but  parents  were  invited  to  bring  their  chil- 
dren to  Plymouth  and  Warren  clinics.  Several  children 
completed  Salk  Vaccine,  Triple  Toxoid  Immunizations 
and  received  Smallpox  Vaccinations  at  these  clinics 
throughout  the  year.  Several  pre-school  children  from 
West  Rumney  received  complete  physical  examinations 
by  a  doctor  at  the  Warren  clinics.  Seven  children 
from  Rumney,  between  the  ages  of  3-8  years  attended 
the  Dental  Program  at  Plymouth  receiving  dental 
cleaning,  fluorine  treatments  and  excellent  dental  in- 
struction by  a  Dental  Hygienist  from  the  Bureau  of 
Dental  Health,  N.  H.  Department  of  Health. 

Home  visits  have  also  been  made  on  infants  and 
pre-school  children  and  arrangements  made  for  chil- 
dren to  attend  other  diagnostic  clinics  as  necessary 
with  follow-up  visits  being  made  on  these  cases. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  eye  care  un- 
der the  N.  H.  Sight  Conservation  Program  and  as- 
sistance given  families  through  other  state  agencies.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  district  on  the  seventh  (7th)  day  of  March, 
1959,  at  7:45  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the 
foliowing-  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  ap-

SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Riimney  School  Board. 

Hereby  submitted  is  my  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  schools: 

Your  Elementary  School  under  the  leadership  of 
Miss  Ashley,  has  been  run  efficiently  and  well  since 
my  last  report.  She  is  a  conscientious  and  capable  ad- 
ministrator and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  her  in  our 
employ.  Two  teaching  vacancies  were  filled  in  the 
spring  when  Mrs.  White  and  Mr.  O'Shea  resigned  to 
take  positions  elsewhere.  When  this  change  occurred 
Mrs.  Merrill  was  moved  into  the  7th  grade  room  and 
two  teachers  were  employed  for  the  lower  grades.  Mrs. 
Myrtle  Craig  of  Quincy  who  had  been  a  successful 
teacher  in  Campton  for  some  time,  v/as  obtained  to 
teach  grades  5  &  6  and  Miss  Gertrude  Merrill  (now 
Mrs.  Greenwood)  a  1958  Plymouth  Teachers  College 
graduate,  was  secured  for  grade  4.  I  am  hopeful  that 
when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a  teacher  we 
may  be  able  to  secure  a  young  man  to  help  Miss  Ash- 
ley and  to  take  over  some  Physical  Education  which 
Vv^ould  include  coaching  our  baseball  and  basketball 
teams. 

Your  school  is  now  well  supplied  with  sufficient 
and  modern,  up-to-date  text  books.  The  two  minor 
areas  where  something  needs  to  be  done  are  spelling 
and  more  supplementary  readers  for  the  first  three 
grades.  I  am  confident  that  the  money  in  the  budget 
will  take  care  of  this  situation. 

I  continue  to  hear  excellent  reports  on  your  Hot 
Lunch  Program.  W^e  are  indeed  fortunate  that  we  were 
able  to  secure  such  a  good  lunch  supervisor.  The  ques- 
tion will  arise  in  your  District  Meeting  concerning  a 
paid  helper  in  the  program.  I  am  hopeful  you  will  see 
fit  to  favorably  consider  this  request. 
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It  will  be  of  interest  to  all  parents  who  are  send- 
ing their  children  to  Plymouth  High  School,  to  know 
that  the  new  vocational  building  is  under  construction 
and  will  be  occupied  in  September  1959.  This  building 
will  house  an  entirely  new  Economics  Department,  new 
cafeteria  for  the  Plymouth  schools,  two  classrooms 
and  two  large  shop  areas.  At  this  writing  it  is  not  def- 
inite exactly  what  additional  courses  will  be  offered 
but  it  is  expected  that  courses  for  boys  might  include 
Auto  Mechanics;  courses  in  Electricity  and  Electron- 
ics; several  courses  of  various  proficiencies  in  Wood- 
working; a  course  in  General  Metals  which  would 
probably  include  Metal  Lathe  Work,  Sheet  Metal  Work, 
Welding,  etc.,  plus  a  course  in  elementary  Mechanical 
Drawing  and  Blue  Print  Reading.  It  is  difficult  to 
ascertain  exactly  what  can  be  offered  until  we  locate 
the  instructor  we  will  employ  for  this  position.

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EXPLANATION   OF 
SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 


Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  an- 
nual reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  as  per  the  following'  quotation: 
"REPORTS.  Each  s'luperintendent  of  a  supervisory 
union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  showing'  the  to- 
tal salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  which  report 
shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  derived  from  the  per 
capita  tax  and  the  amount  paid  directly  by  each  school 
district  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is 
prorated  among  the  several  school  districts  of  the 
union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is 
prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in 
the  schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June 
30th,  The  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  No. 
48  during  1957-58  received  a  salary  of  $6,550  which 
was  made  up  as  follows:  $2,500  paid  from  the  per 
capita  tax  and  $4,050  prorated  among  the  several 
school  districts.  Allowance  of  $900  for  travel  within 
the  union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.

Increased  interest  and  ability  in  music  have  been 
evident  at  Russell  School  during  the  past  year.  Through 
the  efforts  of  many  of  the  classroom  teachers,  tone 
quality  and  pitch  have  improved  the  vocal  work. 
Rhythmic  response  is  good,  but  could  be  improved  by 
more  activity  in  this  field.  Listening  experiences  have 
been  varied  and  in  many  cases  have  added  to  know- 
ledge gained  in  the  regular  scholastic  program. 

The  chorus,  madeup  of  selected  voices  from  the 
sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  has  proven  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  for  children  with  greater  ability 
to  participate  in  an  activity  in  which  they  develop  a 
better  quality  of  musicianship  through  a  variety  of 
music  of  greater  difficulty.  This  group,  as  a  whole  or 
in  part,  has  provided  entertainment  for  both  school 
and  community  programs.
